many of the native monopolles were being rulned 
by the Introduction of certain wares and goods 
which the sald forelgd™ merchants claimed 
to.be an inestlmable blessing to the coustry and 
a potent factor in the civilization of the people. 
Those silketealers and other oatlve monopolists 
‘take a widely different view to this, and they 
detest the very shadow of a foreigner and bis 
fore'gn appllances. Now the brunt of this hatred 
‘the inland missiohary bas to bear; not because 
he brings them the gospel of Christ; for, as quoted 
ina leading atticle in the Celestial Empire of 
April aoth,“‘there is mot anothet county in
